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HE Republican managers in this city 
claimed to have raised forty thousand 
promenaders in their little march of a fort- 

night ago. They had actually about twenty 
thousand. We remarked, at the time, that the 
Republican managers were consuméd fools for 
their pains, The Democrats, last week, claimed 
at least half as many again; and we now express 
our opinion that they are fifty per cent more 
idiotic for “heir pains. All the torches and 
calcium lights, and rockets, and rubber capes 
and caps in the world are not worth five cents 
if the way of argument; and the sensible people 
of this country are beginning to get tired of 
being treated as if they were infants or yokels.

The parade of a fortnight ago certainly did 
very little towards strengthening the allegiance 
of the hesitating Republicans; and the wild jam- 
boree of last ‘Thursday probably did a good 
deal to disgust decent Democrats, It is true 
that Conkling’s Academy of Music speech was 
a move in the right direction on the Republican 
side; and it gave some show of reason to the 
out-of-door jubilation—or would have done so 
had it been asuccess. But both speech and show 
were mismanaged; and, as a matter of fact, they 
left the general impression that the Republican 
party was adopting desperate ad caplandum tac- 
tics because the fight was going the other way. 
Mr. Kelly’s little peripatetic picnic had still less 
reason for existence. It was not the popular 
accompaniment of a great rhetorical effort; it 
was merely a circus and menagerie all by itself, 
There was plenty of stump speaking about the 
streets; but most of the flights of oratory were 
of the two for a cent kind. Neither Tilden nor 
Hancock saw fit to honor the occasion with his 
presence. ‘The great original representative of 
the bar’l idea in politics preferred to tote his 
withered old heart up to Tarrytown, there to 
thrill with patriot pride, electrified by century- 
old reminiscences. The Superb had a cold in 


his god-like head; and couldn't stand the night- 
air. Hence the position of the unfortunate Mr. 
Kelly was much like that of the Scriptural 
Giver of the Feast, who, when his invited 
guests wouldn’t come to time, started out into 
the highways and byways, and went in for rag- 


By the way, the number of patriots in last 
week’s procession has not yet been ascertained 
within ten thousand, Making allowance for 
partisan exaggeration and depreciation, the 
estimates of the various daily papers of this 
city differed among themselves in a manner 
most inexplicable—unless we adopt a rather in- 
genious scheme of elucidation which has been 


with him, As we have said several times be- 
fore, these long processions—these cities flash- 
ing in rivers of fire made by torches carried by 
very young men and small boys, the red, the 
blue, the white cape or shirt, with helmet to 
match—do not affect a single vote. If the 
election for President were to take place to- 
morrow, the number of votes polled on each 
side would probably be the same as in Novem- 
ber next, if no such thing as a procession were 
ever to take place again. Discussed through 
the medium of the press, as the respective Pre- 
sidential candidates have been, every voter in 
the United States has pretty well decided for 
whom he is going to. cast his ballot. The only 
possible chance of inducing him to alter his 
opinion is to talk to him. 


The people “of Indiana seem to appreciate 
the efficacy of this mode of conducting a cam- 
paign, and everybody of the male sex who has 
a tongue in his head, both in and out of the 
State, appears to have taken the stump. Stump- 
ing is really a long.way ahead of proceshing. 
Every dollar spent by either party in speechi- 
fying is worth five dollars invested in cape, hel- 
met and torch equipments, and we would 
strongly advise both Republican and Demo- 
cratic bar’l owners to put their money where 
it will do the most good. All eyes are turned 
on next month’s election in Indiana, the Pivotal 
State, as it is called, although it is really no 
more pivotal than Rhode Island or Delaware. 
But we Americans can’t live without excitement 
of somekind, If wecan’t have it legitimately, 
we make it or imagine it. 


But Indiana, just now, does present a pecu- 
liar appearance. A number of would-be ora- 
tors and patriots —a few who are worth hearing 
and a great many who are not —have taken 
possession of every stump in the State, and are 
telling its inhabitants how they ought te vote. 
For, after all, it is a matter of some interest to 
a large proportion of the people of the United 
States as to the particular individual who is to 


patiently too. Some of them bewail their hard 
fate: they have waited so long-—so very long. 
Perhaps customer Samuel Jones Tilden deserves 
the most commiseration—he was almost in the 
chair, but somehow or other he didn’t get there; 
and now there are so many before him. But he 
is calm and hopeful, he does not get tired and 
go elsewhere—he lingers to see what the whirligig 
of time will bring round.

Who knows but that in years to come Kelly 
and Tammany may be friendly to him; and 
then, of course, his success is assured without 
the aid of Returning Boards or Electoral Com- 
missions, We shall sincerely rejoice when the 
election is over and matters begin to assume 
their normal condition. No other subject ap- 
pears to have any show at all, The newspapers 
are nothing more than mere campaign docu- 
ments.

The straight-forward, conscien- 
tious, honest, hardworking citizen is made the 
tool of the wily place-hunter or politician of 
both parties, More horrible things than ever 
are prognosticated should by any concatenation 
of circumstances General Hancock be elected.

STEERAGE AND STARVATION. 


HE trip across the Atlantic has become 
guch a very common thing that many 
people think no more of it than going over 

in a ferry-boat to Brooklyn or to Jersey City. 

In certain seasons of the year one can almost 
insure as smooth a passage as floating on a log 
in the Croton Reservoir—indeed, a great deal 
more comfortable one—and with weather of 
any kind of respectability, with the luxurious 
appointments, and good living, the cabin pas- 
senger has very little of which to complain on 
an ocean steamer, 

If the traveler has taken a lucky flyer in 
Wall Street, or is a Tammany Sachem, or is a 
successful trader, or peddler, or miner, or 
plumber, or lawyer, he can pay his $120, or 
more, a head for himself and each member of 
his family in a crack steamer that may or may 
not carry steerage passengers, and luxuriate in 
a way that would make even a Sybarite turn 
green with envy. 

For half the money, and sometimes less, he 
can secure almost as much luxury in a vessel 
quite as safe and comfortable, but on not so 
elevated a plane of crackness, 

If he pays a steamship company one-half the 
last amount, say $25 or $30, the passenger, either 
to or from America, may pretty well count on 
being treated in a way that a decent dog would 
be inclined to resent. . 

That steerage passengers for many years— 
perhaps ever since any difference existed be- 
tween the steerage and cabin—have been looked 
upon and handled as if they were rather inferior 
to so much cattle will not be startling news to 
many people. Chiefly ignorant creatures who 
carry their landed property in their finger-nails, 
and who are not on particularly intimate terms 
with soap or lavender water, they are so glad to 
get to their destination that the discomforts 
and misery of the voyage are soon forgotten. 

Relying on their knowledge, from long ex- 
perience, of steerage human nature, and its al- 
most invariable forbearance, the steamship 
companies have grown more and more impu- 
dent, until at last, having gone too far, a little 
light is thrown on their peculiar mode of treat- 
ing their steerage passengers. 

The Cunard line and the Anchor line have 
of late specially distinguished themselves in 
this. It was proved in recent investigations that 
the food was not only unfit for human beings, 
but that it was not even cooked decently, and 
that the greater part of it found its way over- 
board, thence into the stomachs of the fish in 
the vicinity, who, as a rule, are not over-fasti- 
dious in their diet. 

The accommodation and the cleanliness, 
too, according to the evidence, would have 
done discredit to a neglected pig-sty. 

We do not intend to say any very hard 
things about the Cunard and the Anchor 
lines. There is a great deal of the North Bri- 
tish element in both of them, and North Bri- 
tish maritime affairs are not usually conducted 
on a very liberal scale. Of ships that fly the 
English flag, vessels belonging to London have 
the reputation of being better than either those 
hailing from Liverpool or Glasgow. Therefore, 
if the food for the steerage passengers is bad, 
and the steerage itself is filthy, and what there 
are of attendants are coarse and brutal, we 
ought not to be so very much surprised. 

But as such abuses as these exist in these 
Cunard and Anchor lines—we are not now 
thinking of the well-to-do cabin passengers, but 
of the dollarless immigrant—the presumption 
is that in a greater or lesser degree they are the 
rule in other lines. 

The steamship companies make large profits 
by carrying immigrants. A dead immigrant 
ina coffin, taken as freight, scarcely costs 
hem more to transport than a live one, 


For half or one-third the price of a cabin 
e, which the steerage passenger pays, he 
is entitled to half or one-third the attention 
and the accommodation. He does not get the 
one-twentieth part. His food ought to be as well 
cooked and as wholesome as that on the cabin 
table. There need not be so much of it, nor 
need there be fancy dishes, nor fine linen, plate 
or china; but it ought to be served in acleanly 
manner, as if a steerage passenger was a human 
being and not a beast. 

The S. P. is not, as we have said before, a 
clean person, but it is the duty of the owners 
of the ship to see that he and his family have 
clean quarters in which to eat, drink and sleep. 

They ought to see, at least, that some of 
their stewards are not mean blackguards, sys- 
tematically ready to insult any unfortunate un- 
protected female immigrant. They ought not 
to allow animals to roam about the steerage and 
wallow in the filth that accumulates there. 
They ought not to allow the filth to be there 
at all. 

The steerage ought not to be a storeroom for 
swabs, coils of rope, tackle, paint-pots, slush- 
buckets and other nautical paraphernalia. It 
should be as sacredly devoted to its inmates as 
is the saloon to the cabin passengers. 

The captains and surgeons on board these 
ocean steamers are much too exalted individ- 
uals altogether—though themselves inferior to 
His Mightiness, the Chief Steward. 

Except in cases of emergency, when a cap- 
tain can put his sailing knowledge and expe- 
rience to account, it requires very little more 
genius to take a steamer across the Atlantic 
than it does to drive a stage down Broadway. 
The Captain is often a surly brute. If he isn’t, 
he makes himself agreeable to the ladies, and 
a few of the men in the saloon, and smokes, 
drinks and sleeps add, Devil a bit he cares 
for the steerage passengers. He may visit their 
quarters sometimes, but it is a mere matter of 
form. 

A steamship Doctor, too, is nearly always 
utterly unfit for his position. He usually does 
nothing but loaf and yarn. He resents being 
called into the steerage, and has one sovereign 
remedy for all complaints, namely, Epsom Salts. 

The Chief Steward, however, is the greatest 
man of all; he literally runs the ship; the Cap- 
tain is of small account by comparison. The 
lesser stewards look upon him with awe, for his 
word is law. The owners of the steamships 
are of course responsible for the treatment be- 
stowed on the unfortunate immigrants, but the 
chief steward is the man who carries out the 
dirty work. Every shilling saved to the com- 
pany is sixpence in his pocket—and there are 
a great many shillings saved—-and the poor 
steerage passengers are half starved. 

There must be some stringent legislation on 
this subject, that may lead to the punishment 
of some of these money-grubbing, grasping, 
heartless steamship owners. 

Let no steamer that carries emigrants be per- 
mitted to leave for the United States, or to land 
her passengers, without an honest—if that be 
possible— United States Inspector on board. 
Let him, or the captain of the ship, be made to 
partake of the same food as the emigrants, and 
let cleanliness be enforced. 

In the interests of justice, of morality, of 
decency, and of health, reform in steerage pas- 
senger regulations is demanded, 

Which of the steamship companies will be 
the first to frankly admit its shortcomings and 
in future rise above its competitors by doing 
justice to its poor, dirty, ignorant passengers 
and prospective American citizens, by giving 
them at least some value for their money ?
